Gentlemen: 


There is submitted herewith the annual statistical reports 
of the Board of Education for the school year, 1941-1942. 


The average enrollment for 1941-1942 was 6300. This is 
192 less than the previous year. Of this reduction, 176 was in 
the elementary schools and 16 in the high school. 


It is expected that kindergarten enrollment will start to 
increase in 1942-1943 on account of the changes in the birth 
rate in the last few years. 

_ The list of Plainfield births since 1929 is lited below. It 
will be noted that the number of 1941 births is the greatest in 
the recent history of Plainfield.

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For the record, I am giving a summary of the land and 
building needs of the system. Previous boards of education, 
with fine foresight and vision, have purchased school sites of 
such adequacy that the future needs of the system in this 
respect seem to be entirely provided for many years. 


| In previous reports there was listed the recent purchases of 
the Board as follows: 


4.19 acres for the Barlow School 
15.59 acres for the Netherwood School 
6.5 acres added to Maxson School 
4.5 acres for Central Avenue site for an elementary school and for 
_ playground use of the Hubbard School when converted into a 
junior high school 


In 1925 the high school field of 21 acres was purchased. 
Looking into the distant future, this tract provides space for 
the placement of a senior high school, if the needs of the com- 
munity should demand it. 


With school sites adequately provided there remains only 
the planning for the necessary building space to reduce the 
number of pupils in the high school so that it will not continue 
_ its present crowded conditions. 
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The public press has given considerable notice of various 
municipalities laying plans of cooperation with the national 
government to take up slack employment after the war. Pro- 
jects costing several millions of dollars have already been 
filed with the Civil Works Administration, which has been 
listing the projects of state, county and municipal bodies. 

That the building needs of the system will be ultimately 
met is obvious. The present question is: What current atten- 
tion shall be given to being ready when the opportune time 
arrives to build? : 

The capital debt for schools, which has always been low, 
is decreasing each year. The peak of school bonds outstanding 
was $2,213,000. in July, 19381. The bonds outstanding Decem- 
ber 31, 1941, less sinking funds, were $1,400,300 or a decrease 
of $812,700. Retirement of bonds is progressive at the rate of 
over $100,000 per year. 

It should be of interest to the citizens of Plainfield that the 
Board of Education, in the use of its buildings, goes far beyond 
the legal requirements of conducting a free public school sys- 
tem. These requirements are met when the elementary and 
high schools are established and are functioning. Over a 
period of years there has been a gradual extension of the use 
of buildings by organizations who are either carrying on activ- 
ities allied to education or to some civic enterprise. 


To give an idea of the number of nights our buildings are ~ ! 


used, there is listed below the number of nights the buildings 
were used with the organizations using them. It is estimated 
that the cost of opening the buildings was $4600.00.

Decrease in the enrollment of elementary schools has been 
met by consolidation and elimination of several classes with a 


consequent reduction in the number of elementary schoo! 
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teachers. The number of pupils in the Lincoln School had de- 
creased to such an extent that for efficiency it was decided to 
- close the school for the next school year. 

During the year the employees of the Board of Education 
have made their contribution to the war effort. Previous to 
our declaration of war, teachers volunteered for aiding in 
registering of man-power under the Selective Service Act. In 
all, teachers and other employees have assisted in five regis- 
trations for the draft. The school system at the request of the 
national government took over the registration of the popula- 
tion of the city for sugar rationing and the initial registrations 
for two gas rationing periods. We have also cooperated in the 
sale of war savings stamps, collecttion of tin cans and other 
scrap materials. 

At the proper levels of instruction, interpretation of the 
war aims of the Axis and United Nations have been made a 
part of instruction. We have instituted two projects of instruc- 
tion of specific teaching for direct service. In cooperation with 
the State Department of Public Instruction, a class for adults 
in machine shop training has been conducted since February, 
1942 for machine tool operators for war industries. At the 
request of the Civil Aeronautics Authority a class in pre-flight 
training will be instituted for qualified boys in the high school 
in September and plans will be made to make the entire school 
population air-minded so that there may be developed the 
fullest national interest and education in this branch of the 
fighting forces so paramount in modern warfare. As the war 
goes on it can be expected that more calls will be made upon 
us to aid in prosecuting the war to a victorious end. 


Although some men teachers have left the system to join 
the Navy and Army, the point has not yet been reached where 
the school system has suffered materially thereby. There has 
been some difficulty in securing teachers in science, mathema- 
tics and industrial arts and as the war goes on the shortage of 
ee eae teachers such as we would want for Plainfield will 

e felt. 

It is hoped that all branches of government will recognize 
that the children of today are the promise of tomorrow and 
that those charged with responsibility will keep foremost in 
their minds the fact that children and youth who will deter- 
mine the course of history in the near future shall be fully 
prepared, both physically and mentally, to meet the challeng- 
ing events to come. If these children are the promise of to- 
morrow, society as now constituted should promise them every 
reasonable advantage of preparation. 

The problems of public education which must be immedi- 


ately faced are economic, political and education. The eco- 
nomic and political aspects engage the problem of shortage of 
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teachers and inflated living costs due to the war economy. 
There is, and will be, great competition between governmental 
agencies for the taxpayer’s dollar. Attempts will be made to 
curtail local expenditures to compensate for vastly increased 
income taxes. If educational standards are to be maintained 
and improved, the will and the intelligent interest of the 
people must be expressed in support of those charged with 
school administration. 


In recent years the Plainfield school system has progressed 
in meeting social changes and fitting school programs to the 
needs of the students. Much has been done to democratize 
opportunities at the high school level and much remains to be 
achieved. Conditions which cannot now be accurately foretold 
will develop which will further challenge the administration 
of schools if the public is to be properly served for the money 
and effort spent. 


It is safe to predict, from opinion already expressed by 
world figures, that this greatest world revolution of all time 
will give the greatest impetus to universal education that has 
ever been seen, and it is also assured that the citizens of this 
country will want its schools to move forward to greater 
service. | 


The schools of Plainfield have experienced one of their 
best years. Full credit is given to the administrative decisions 
of the Board of Education and to a loyal and highly compe- 
tent body of supervisors and teachers.
